Ukrainian family. * slim* many golden tbeth • Usually xaaam wears 
a golden medal given to him by his father for his first, performance 
in the Kiev Opera. Was quite interested in Ukrainian life abroad. 

He told Source that he was listening to "Deutsche Welle" in Russian 
from Cologne . Asked to give him 2 e xamp lares of " Suchasnist ”. . ^ 

One evening TERNYCHNYI was debating 'with Source Luckyi’s article 
in Suchasnist on his trip to Ukraine. TERNYCHNYI;. was. quite angry 
and in presence of other artists tried to repudiate Source’s 
assertions. Finally Source said that if TERNYCHNYI thought this or 
that was wrong why didn’t he write about it to Suchasnist and correct? 
■ TERNYCHNYI did not know what' to answer and CHISTIAKOV very heartily 
. laughed. He wa3 quite satisfied with Ternychnyi’s •defeat’’. 


2. NOVIKOV, N ikolai - Russian * born in Kiev * also studied 1$ Kiev. Had two 
encounters with Dr Mytr. Strongly anti-Ukrainian, called all emigres 
"Ukrainian chauvinists". Also made other similar expressions against 
Ukrainians in general. Always stressed significance of everythi.ng Russian 
as contrary to Ukrainian ofcv Wee tern. Made also derogatory provocative 
.. expressions against all national minorities of the Soviet Union 
calling them "ti-oublemakere", " backward", " negligible" aso.
